All your family is home, the children are all right, they have 
worked and thus insured their food till nest summer. The other things 
have been taken by Dnver Hoxha's Government but they work and insure their 
life till the -time you asked. 

My former letter was to get you ideas and orders hut having decided 
and previewed everything the children, united with the Albanian people 
against Snver Hoxha. 

In case you write to Halil and Ramadan send then my best regards as 
well as Hasan and Hysen. 

I received one of your photos with your letter but I would have liked 
to see your handwriting at the back to see how you learnt to write and see 
your handwriting which I know. As you see I have learnt well too, during 
the Jugoslav Socialist Government who gave all the people liberty and 
independence.

We are in the same place where vk landed and will 
remain here till death. Our first letter was desparate so that* you 
would interfere next to our friends who dispose the means or. send ab- 
solutely someone. Ee careful because the principal .camps are very 
protected and guarded at night. Our finances are very bad. 20 11 
equals to a quintal of maize, altogether we have "JO" . Fo clothes end 
equipment. All have been caught in the backyard of a house. We need 
money and expenses for the men who come and go. Eon' t send people with 
false money as the one they gave us in order not to harm our liaison 
people. The money we have is out of use. On account of that money 
have been caught many people, not from our region but from others. 

For whatever you need address yourselves to A&ero Bushiti, 

Sulejman Eysen, Veil or G-ani or Test an Sula of Kukes. I have got in 
touch with my brother he has 20 young people ready. I have' given the 
order for them to remain till the adequate moment when your instructions 
will arrive. Send absolutely what we mentioned above. 

Riza Mjekra has been killed as well as many others from his 
region. 

Awaiting and hoping you will do the necessary steps for what we 
need. Send your letters to this address or to that you have sent. If 
men send them to the man who first wrote you. Let us know about every- 
thing. Is Ea.jram free? His brothers are all home.
